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BOSWELL’S “OBSERVATIONS ON ‘THE MINOR’”

N a study of the minor works of James Boswell I recently came across an 
anonymous pamphlet of the eighteenth century bound with other pamphlets 
in a volume in the Ford Collection in The New York Public Library. Investiga- 
tion showed it was undoubtedly the first separate publication of James Boswell, 
the first edition and the only copy of that edition as yet located in this country 
or abroad. The following notes are printed to bring forth news of other copies, 
if possible, and to give those long-suffering people, library cataloguers, a chance 
to recatalogue a pamphlet they have hitherto considered authorless. 

Sometime in the spring of 1760 (the date is not certainly known, but it 
cannot have been far from the middle of March), James Boswell, a young man 
in his twentieth year, ran away from Glasgow University, where his father had 
sent him to study law, and went up to London. He had never been there before, 
though for some years he had burned with the most ardent longings to experi- 
ence the delights of the Metropolis. Under the guidance of Samuel Derrick 
he was initiated into the gay life of the town, and, with the Earl of Eglinton 
as his patron, made his entry into (to use his own words) “the circles of the 
great, the gay, and the ingenious.” He remained in London only three months, 
but during that time he made the acquaintance of some of the most notable 
persons of the day. Lord Eglinton took him up to the races at Newmarket, 
where he wrote a poem about himself, “The Cub at Newmarket,” which he read 
to the Duke of York, the younger brother of George III, whom he prevailed 
upon to accept the dedication. Many and famous were the people whom young 
Boswell met, but the most famous of the lot was Laurence Sterne, an obscure 
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Yorkshire parson who had come up to London at about the same time to find 
himself, as the author of “Tristram S handy,” the most talked-of writer of 
the day. 

This meeting of Boswell and Sterne, which has escaped all the biographers, — 
is established by several documents, but principally by a long unpublished poeti- 
cal epistle from Boswell to Sterne now preserved in the Bodleian Library. The 
fact of this acquaintance makes clear many things in the early literary life of 
Boswell which have previously been hard to explain. We can see clearly now 
that “The Cub at Newmarket,” for instance, is not so much literal autobiogra- 
phy as a painful attempt to be Shandean. But this piece was not the only one 
which shows strongly the influence of Sterne. 

Boswell remained in London three months, and then returned to Scotland. 
All the biographies represent him as sojourning in the metropolis a year. This 
is a mistake. Sterne went back to Yorkshire about the same time, so that the 
visits of the two men almost exactly coincide. Sometime early in July, 1760, 
Samuel Foote opened his season at the Liitle Theatre in the Haymarket with 
his farce, “The Minor,” then presented for the first time in London. This piece, 
as every one knows, was an attack on the Methodists, and especially their leader, 
Whitefield, who is referred to in the piece as “Dr. Squintum.”’ The play was 
a tremendous success, and naturally called forth a long series of controversial 
pamphlets. 

Boswell could hardly have been in London when the play was presented. 
His knowledge of it must have been derived from the printed text. But when 
he saw the amount of controversy it was causing, he thought it a pity to let slip 
such a fine opportunity to publish something. He was already a considerable 
author, having printed three or four pieces in the Scots Magazine, and possibly 
a separate pamphlet, “d View of the Edinburgh Stage during the Summer 
Season, 1759,” though this as yet is not proved. Accordingly, he hastily wrote 
a little pamphlet, to which he gave the very Boswellian title, “Observations, 
Good or Bad, Stupid or Clever, Serious or Jocular, on Squire Foote’s Dramatic 
Entertainment, intitled THE Minor. By a Genius.” Having some difficulty 
in securing a publisher for this in Edinburgh, he printed it at his own expense 
in November, 1760. At least, that is the way I interpret the fact that it bears 
no publisher's name, the imprint reading simply “Edinburgh: Printed in the 
year Mpccix. Sold at all the Coffeehouses. Price Three Pence.” As soon as 
the pomipaie was printed, he sent a copy to J. Wilkie, in London, who brought 
out, late in December, 1760 (though post-dated 1761), a second edition, identi- 
tate first in everything except minor details of typography. The copy 
n The New York Public Library is of the first edition, and the only one I know, 
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but, as I shall show later, at least two other copies are in existence, though I am 
unaware of their present whereabouts. There are two copies of the second 
edition in the Boston Public Library, and one in the British Museum. 

“Observations on the Minor” is an out-and-out imitation of Sterne. I can- 
not take space here to demonstrate this by quotation, but the matter will be fully 
treated in my forthcoming study, “The Literary Career of James Boswell,” in 
which this whole matter of the influence of Sterne on the early writings of Bos- 
well will be discussed. It will be necessary here, however, to show the grounds 
on which this pamphlet is confidently attributed to Boswell. 

I am afraid I can claim little credit for the “discovery.”’ It is true that I 
saw the pamphlet listed in the Scots Magazine, and thought that the title and the 
pseudonym sounded like Boswell. I then found that there was a copy in the 
British Museum, and, as I was having some other photographs made there, had 
one of this piece included. Little did I dream that there was a copy of an earlier 
edition so near as New York! I studied the piece, and decided that so far as 
internal evidence can prove authorship, it was certainly Boswell’s. Then there 
was brought to my attention a piece of external evidence (which I might have 
found for myself if I had been clever enough) to put the matter out of all 
question. 

On June 23, 1893, a portion of the Auchinleck Library was sold by 
Sotheby, Wilkinson, and Hodge. In this sale were two copies of this pam- 
phlet, and in one (lot 59) was the following inscription in Boswell’s hand: 
“This was an idle performance and written inconsiderately, for I disapprove 
much of The Minor as having a profane and illiberal tendency.” Professor 
Tinker had copied this note out of the sale catalogue some time ago, and, 
coming across it one day, gave it to me. I have since seen the catalogue itself 
and found in it other invaluable information concerning Boswell’s anonymous 
works. 

Boswell’s inscription shows why this pamphlet has never been recognized 
as his. Soon after writing it, he became ashamed of it because of the approval 
expressed in it of “The Minor.” One of the most remarkable of Boswell’s 
characteristics was his extreme reverence for religion, although his actions 
were often far from coinciding with his beliefs. He wrote the pamphlet when 
so much under the influence of Sterne that he was willing to compromise his 
dislikes in order to be witty. But when he passed out of that influence, he con- 
cealed his authorship of the pamphlet. 

For the discovery of the copy in The New York Public Library I can 
again claim little credit. It is rather to the glory of that admirable institution, 
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the Inter-Library Loan. I certainly congratulate the Library on the possession 
of such a treasure. 

For the benefit of bibliophiles, I give a collation of both editions: |

the second edition, which follows the first in every detail); p. [2], blank; p. [3- 
4], title-page as above, with blank reverse; p. [5]—15, text of the ““Observa- 
tions.” Pages from 6 to 15 numbered centrally with Arabic numerals enclosed 
in square brackets. Catch-words on each page. Signatures, [A] and B, each 
one half-sheet, four leaves. 

Seconp Epition: Identical with the first except for the imprint and 
minor typographical differences. The imprint is Lonpon; / Printed for 
J. WiLxi1E, at the Bible in / St. Paul’s Church-Yard. / MDCCLXI. / 
[Price Three Pence.] / (In all copies, “Three” was crossed out in ink, and 
“4” written above the line.) It was printed on somewhat larger sheets, the 
pages measuring about 5” x 8”. Pagination and even division of words at 
the ends of lines identical with the first edition, which it follows so closely as 
to be practically a fac-simile. There are, however, numerous small typographi- 
cal differences, of which the following are the most striking: (1) In the first 
edition, there are no periods after the contractions “Mr.” and “Mrs.”; in the 
second edition, they are invariably followed by periods. (2) There are no 
broken dashes in the first edition, but several in the second. (3) There are 
two misprints in the second edition: p. 7, 1. 10, “Princes” for ““Princess”’; 
p. 15,12, “msmic’’ for “mimic.” 


EUROPE THROUGH AMERICAN EYES 
_AN EXHIBITION OF AMERICAN PRINTS 


HEN it was decided to arrange the exhibition of “Europe Through 

American Eyes” (prints by Americans of European scenes), now on 
view in the Print Gallery, it was found that inclusion was much easier than 
exclusion. Yet the latter had to be rigidly practiced; limits of space kept out 
many a picture of a place that one would have liked to see represented. 

The subject is naturally very strong in an exhibition such as this, and may 
quite conceivably draw many who might perhaps not use the elevator to see 
etchings by a given artist. If so, all the more reason forthe exhibition. Good 
art can only benefit if it is brought attractively before those whose"initial ap- 
proach represents a point of view not primarily aesthetic, — and can be made 
to hold their attention. 

So, then, in the present exhibition, while interest in various localities in 
Europe is met, it is met so finely, through the work of the artists represented, 
that realization of the artist’s job well done is bound to be awakened. More- 
over, the prints on view will make, to the print lover, their appeal on grounds 
that meet his taste and his prime requirements, so that the two proverbial birds 
are bagged. 

The exhibition is really intended to give a crisp résumé of what is being 
done to-day, in our land, in the etching, engraving on wood, and lithographing 
of city views and country scenes. And it goes back a bit, also, to foundations, 
noting origins in the days of the New York Etching Club of the eighties and 
nineties of the past century. That period connects with the present through 
the work of Mielatz and Pennell, and in spirit through the group that was with 
Whistler in Venice or came under his influence then or later (Duveneck, Bacher, 
Washburn and others ), seeing and picturing the city in a modern spirit, in sunny 
impressions of her cool arches and picturesque balconies and architectural orna- 
ment. (Whistler himself, always a resident abroad, is omitted; he has been, 
and will be again, seen in “one-man shows” here. ) 

Familiar and unfamiliar spots in meccas for the American etcher such as 
Paris, Venice, Florence, London, are presented by Platt, Blum, Roth, Covey, 
Hornby, Gleeson, Partridge, Winslow, Orr, Aid, Chandler, Jaques, T. R. and 
A. V. Congdon, Plowman, and others. There’s the unusual bit, say Nanki- 
vell’s interior of a Chelsea church, with Whistler’s funeral going on. Chartres, 
Rouen (e. g. Pennell’s cathedral), Rheims (bringing an echo of the War) and 
other cities show their charm and attraction, as do out-of-the-way places and 
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the countryside (in England, France, and Spain), in etchings and lithographs 
by Colman, T. and M. N. Moran, Weir, Horter, Warner, Katherine Kimball, 
Burr, J. André Smith, Leigh, Pandolfi. Holland, land of Rembrandt, may — 
be seen with the eyes of Pennell, Vanderhoof, A. T. Millar, each with his own 
outlook. Or one may juxtapose quite different subjects, viewpoints and proc- 
esses, — say MacLaughlan’s ““Lauterbrunnen” and Ruzicka’s “Fountains of 
Papal Rome” (engraved on wood). You may travel to Czechoslovakia with 
Vondrous, to Germany and Austria with Bacher, or to the Swedish coast with 
Olsson-Nordfeldt. But you travel always, in this exhibition, with spirited 
guides. 

These guides speak in various ways, one objective, the other subjective, 
one straightforward, the other a bit dramatical, but all in an engrossing manner. 
There is here a wealth of local interest and of artistic expression, and it is all 
to be seen until the end of March. —F. W. 


NEWS OF THE MONTH 
She. CIRTS 


URING the month of December, 1924, there were received as gifts 
4,720 volumes, 15,887 pamphlets, 49 maps, and 95 prints. Some of the 
more important and interesting of these gifts were the following: 

From the Estate of Robinson Locke came the second and final instalment 
of the dramatic clippings bequeathed to the Library, comprising 135 bound 
volumes and 42 cases of loose material. The entire collection comprises 492 
bound volumes and 42 cases of unmounted clippings. 

From Mr. Jules S. Bache (through the Committee of Diffusion of French 
Art) came, in continuation of his gift of November, 4¥ French prints includ- 
ing 9 woodcuts by P. Vibert, 10 woodcuts by P. E: Colin, 10 woodcuts by 
Georges Darcy, and prints by Demarle, Perrin, Memmeri, and Naudin; also 
a copy (No. 19 of 50 printed on Japan paper) of “Aristide Maillol,” by Octave 
' Mirbeau, Paris, n. d. 

Dr. Van Horne Norrie gave the Library a collection of 28 prints, including 
engravings by Beham, Pencz, etchings by Haskell, R. F. Logan, W. Auerbach- 
Levy, Lopiszich, Haig, and one lithograph by Joseph Pennell; also a collection 
of 234 volumes and 1 pamphlet, mainly history, biography, belles-lettres. 

From Mr. I. N. Phelps Stokes came Parts 1 and 2 of Volume 1, and 
Volume 3, of the “Stokes Records; Notes regarding the Ancestry and Lives 
of Anson Phelps Stokes and Helen Louisa (Phelps) Stokes, by Anson Phelps 
Stokes,” New York, Privately printed, 1910-1915. 

From Hon. Samuel Greenbaum came a collection of travels, fiction, biog- 
raphy, etc., comprising 72 volumes and 13 pamphlets. Hon. Morgan J. O’Brien 
gave the Library seven lithographs of old New York. 

From Mrs. Charles P. Noyes came the two volumes (one of four sets 
only, made for the Palisades Library, the Library of Congress, the State 
Library at Albany, and for Mrs. Noyes) of “The Story of The Ferry, Being 
an account of the Ferry, between Dobbs Ferry, Westchester Co., N. Y., and 
Snedens Landing, Rockland Co., N. Y., on the Hudson River, established 
about the year 1698; also Nicholas Gesner’s Diary and other papers relating 
more or less to the History of Palisades, N. Y., compiled by Winthrop S. 
Gilman, Palisades, Rockland Co., New York, May 30, 1903,” and the “Index 
to The Story of the Ferry.” 

From Mr. Raymond B. Fosdick came volumes 1 and 2 of the “History 
of Interchurch-World Movement of North America” (typewritten copies) ; 
from Mrs. Bella C. Landauer, a copy of ‘Galileo, Madama Christina Lorens, 
1615” (a miniature book, Padova, 1896); from Miss Mabel Lewis, five fac- 
simile reprints (the New York Directory for 1786, and the Poll Lists of the 
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Election for Representatives for the City and County of New York, 1761,

EDITIONS OF BEAUMARCHAIS AVAILABLE FOR STUDY 
IN NEW YORK CITY

INTRODUCTION 


NLIKE most eighteenth-century Frenchmen, Beaumarchais has not 

suffered from a multiplicity of bibliographers.; “Apparently only one 
bibliographical study has been devoted exclusively to him —the work of Henri 
Cordier entitled: “Bibliographie des oeuvres de Beaumarchais,” Paris, Quan- 
tin, 1883. vi, 141 p. 

M. Cordier explains in his preface that he has checked his material not 
only in the British Museum and the Bibliothéque Nationale, but also in a num- 
ber of libraries of special collections. While his work is a careful and fairly 
exhaustive list, it has never gone into a second edition, and therefore needs to 
be brought to date after 1883. The present list does this so far as is possible 
for New York City libraries. It includes also all works of Beaumarchais in 
this city published prior to 1883, even though a large number of them dupli- 
cate material found in Cordier. This was necessary, however, as the list checks 
all Beaumarchais editions in New York libraries for the benefit of students 
studying in and around New York. Cordier naturally includes many editions 
that are not to be found here, but it is curious to note that there are several of 
the older French editions to be found in New York which he has not listed, 
notably two 1785 editions of ‘Le mariage de Figaro.” This would be expected 
with translations, as New York is so cosmopolitan that a classic is inevitably 
translated into a score or more languages. It was rather unexpected, however, 
with French originals. 

The majority of the books listed have been examined carefully, but in a 
few cases it was impossible to obtain them. Such books have been indicated 
by a star. Especially for clearing up difficulties about this class of books, I 
have checked the following as well as Cordier: Brunet’s “Manuel du libraire,” 
Catalogue of the Bibliothéque Nationale, British Museum Catalogue, the sec- 
tions devoted to Beaumarchais in Lanson’s “Manuel de la littérature frangaise,” 
and the various bibliographies published in connection with biographies or 
specially edited editions of Beaumarchais. 
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In judging New York resources for the subject as a whole, the majority 
of complete editions are to be found somewhere in the city. It is of interest 
to note that the first three volumes of the very rare 1780 edition of Beaumar- . 
chais’ “Oeuvres Completes” were discovered in the oldest library in New York 
City — the New York Society Library. First editions or very early editions 
of all individual plays are to be found either in the library of Columbia Uni- 
versity, or The New York Public Library. The private collection of Brander 
Matthews has come into the possession of Columbia University, and is now 
shelved in the library of the Dramatic Museum. More French editions of plays 
are to be found at Columbia than elsewhere; while The New York Public 
Library is especially rich in librettos and translations of individual plays. 

Contrary to my original plan I have included at the end a list of critical 
and biographical works on Beaumarchais. I have done this because I thought 
it would increase the value of my bibliography for the ordinary reader, or for 
the casual student who might not care to read thoroughly several plays before 
being able to obtain a brief estimate of the dramatist. Another reason, and 
one particularly applicable to the use of the list in America, is that Beaumar- 
chais’ influence on the American revolution is to be judged almost entirely from 
these critical and biographical works. or the student of American history 
their inclusion might therefore prove invaluable. 

I regret very much that I have been unable to check the material on Beau- 
marchais at the French Institute. Their circulation department, however, con- 
tains nothing, and their reference collection is at present inaccessible, as it is 
in storage. 

No material contained in periodicals has been included in this list. It was 
considered better to omit such articles, as they are available for use through the 
general periodical indexes. General literary works which have sections devoted 
to Beaumarchais have also been omitted; for example the section devoted to 
Beaumarchais in Sainte-Beuve’s ‘‘Causeries du lundi.”
